And to the end, all Our good Subje&ts may -have 
timeous notice hereof, We do ordain theſe preſents to be forthwith Printed, and Publiſhed at the Mexcat- Croſſes of 
Edenburgh, Linlithgow, Stirling, Lanerk, Air, Entherglen, Glaſgow, Irwing, Wigton, Kirckcudburgh, Dumfreice, Cowpar 
in Fife, Jedbwrgh, Perth, and remanent Mercat-Crofles of the Head Burghs of the ſeveral Shires of the Kingdom, by. 
Macers. or Meiſengers,at Arms: And we do recommend to the Right Reverend our Archbiſhop and Biſhops, to 
ive order that this Our Proclamation be, with all.diligence, read on the Lords day in all the Churches within: their ſe» 
eral Dioceſles, that none pretended ignorance. Given under Our Signet at Edenbyrgh, the Twenty-lixth day of June, 
679. and of our Reign the thretty one Year. .
